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This report, puolished to acquaint the citi/ens 
and taxpayers of the City of Rutland with the 
policies of their City Government, contains an 
analysis of expenditures and activities of the various 
departments for the fiscal year July I, 1952 to June 
M, 1953. 

Worthwhile improvements were made in many 
departments through the innovation of additional 
and better equipment. Much has heen accom- 
plished during the past year in the way of con- 
st ruction of permanent roads in our City. 

In the School Department, advances have been 
made in adjusting the school to the needs of the 
child and in developing a better understanding of 
children. The School plant shows a steady im- 
provement, both in added facilities and in general 
care and upkeep of buildings. 

While detailed data in considerable volume has 
been eliminated from various departmental reports 
as herein published, the detail omitted is on file at 
the office ol the Citv < Jerk and may be examined 
there. 

Any interested citizen is welcome at any time to 
call at the City Hall and examine vouchers and can- 
celled checks. 

On the last page of this report appears a statement 
showing comparative operating expenses of tin- 
different City Departments for several years. We 
urge you to read this table in order that you ma> 
know to what extent departmental expenditures 
have necessarily increased. Budget figures for 
present fiscal year are also shown.

Mayor's Message 



To tin CiUzent «f Uutkatdi 

li ia H pleasure to submit herewith, tlie sixty-first report of 
the City of Rutland, covering municipal operations for the fiscal 
year from July 1, l!>52 to June 30, liWVS. 

In tliis report will he found a summary of activities of the 
various depart ments along with messages from department 
hcaiN and a complete accounting of the financial operations oj 
our city for the tiscal year. 

It WOKld be repetitions for me to use this space to outline 
i he accomplishments of the pad year for in the pages to come 

you will find detailed information OH the several city depart- 
ments as submitted in the reports of the various department 
heads. llowe\cr, I do feel that I should touch briefly on a few 
of our accomplishments and outline certain plans for the coming 
year. 

The road building program, inaugurated four years ago, was 
continued this past year with the rebuilding of several streets 
along with rcpaving of several others. With approximately 
Seventy miles of si reels to maintain, it is difficult to please every- 
one who desires a good roadway in front of his home hut we have 
steadily tried to rebuild and resurface streets on the basis of 
doing the best job for all the taxpayers of our city. 

The major highway improvement on l T . S. Koulc 1 will be 
open for travel by the lime this report is issued. The recon- 
struction of this western approach to our city solves a major 
problem which has occupied the attention of this administra- 
tion for the past two years. 

At the moment preliminary engineering surveys have been 
completed on 1". S. lioutc 7 and we anticipate that next summer 
will bring completion of a new forty-eight foot highway from I he 
southern to tlie northern boundaries of our city. Also included 
in the road construction plans for next year is the reconstruction 
of I S. Boutc I on Woodstock Ave. With the completion of 
tins job, Rutland will be provided with line roads on each major 
approach to I lie eily. 

Rutland's water supply which has been a constantly recurring 
problem for the pasl half century is also on the verge of being 
solved, for as this is being written we are about to ink the con- 
tract for the construction of the new 80.000,(KH) gallon reservoir 
which was approved by our voters at the March election. 

The new elementary school in the north-east section of the 
city is fast nearing completion and this ultra modern building will 
supply additional needed classrooms to the educational facilities 
of our city. 

The job of modernizing our airport through the installation 
of navigational aids is virtually completed and within a few 
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weeks we will have a landing field which will comply with all 
C. A. A. regulations for both day and night flying. Our efforts 
of the past, two years toward securing air service to Boston are 
apparently to be rewarded as Northeast Airlines have advised 
us that a llight schedule tO and from Boston will he inaugurated 
about the first of October. 

During the past year, our street lighting system has been 
further extended in line with our program for a better lighted 
city. Our Tree Hunting program was continued and will be 
stepped up this year to prov ide about twice the number of plant- 
ings, which will be made I his fall rather than next spring. 

Considerable sidewalk and curb construction was com- 
pleted during the year. A record number of new catch ba-m- 
were installed and a considerable number of water and sewer 
services wen.' completed. 

< >ur Recreation Department aiigumented ils program during 
the year to the point where it is receiving state wide recognition 
for its excellence. An outstanding achievement was the forma- 
tion of the advanced age group. Many elderly men and women 
have been made happy through I he pleasant recreation and 
pleasurable associations which this program has provided. 

With 1 lie advent of 1954. we will be confronted with the 
usual quadrennial appraisal when all real estate valuations are 
surveyed. I again take this opportunity to criticise the many 
inequities in valuations which exist, under our present system. 

But land is not alone in the matter of unequal assessments, 
but in line with our program of making a real progressive eily 
out of our home town, we should lead the way in setting up a 
modern system of appraisals. Vermont's Tux Commissioner 
Leonard W. Morrison recently declared, "In their efforts to 
make real estate values tally with reality, Vermont communities 
next year will once again lie faced with the realization that 
listing procedures in Vermont are antiquated and unsatisfac- 
tory." 

After four years of close observance of the But land system, 
I am very definitely of the opinion that our methods should be 
revamped and modernized and I again emphasize the need of 
a complete revaluation survey by an outside firm of professional 
appraisers and I shall strive diligently to bring this about. 

In concluding this message, 1 desire to extend my sincere 
appreciation to all city officials and employees for their loyal and 
efficient service during the past year and to invite their com- 
plete cooperation during the present year.

This new elementary school has 7 classrooms— one for each 
of the first six grades, anfi a Kindergarten. It is modern, with 
plenty of play space for children's activities. There is a large 
general-purpose room which will serve as a lunchroom, an audi- 
torium, and a play and activity loom. Special features of the 
large classrooms include: ample daylight by means of directional 
glass blocks, the acoustical treatment of all ceilings, plenty of 
storage space, and individual room toilets and exil doors. In 
addition, the building includes a health unit and a teachers' room.

One of the fairest ways to tost pupils in the 3 IPs is to give 
them printed, objective, standardized achievement lests the 
questions on which have never been seen by t he pupils or their 
teachers. Such tests give a fair comparison with pupils all over 
tin- Prated Stalls.

Arithmetic, and Language (including Spelling) to all pupils m 
grades 2.

Over <»7% » all classrooms, 
including all classrooms in the six grade schools, have now been 
redecorated and relighted. Although our buildings cannot be

tion <>f the High School and the new Northeast Elementary

I Mir Budget was prepared, of necessity, last, January; adopted 
by the Hoard on Lehman 2: \oted by the people on March 3; 
a letter requesting an appropriation to cover il was sent to the 
City Council on May 27: and an appropriation was made by tin- 
Council on June 2!). At the time of writing this report, in August, 
it seems somewhat academic to state our "needs" for this year in 
very much detail. However, according to Law, we arc presenting 
our Budget, and it will be found elsewhere in this Report. 

Planned expenditures are approximately $-ll,IS7. more than 
was spent in 1952-53. Over $34,000. is in the Instructional 
Service account, chiefly to provide for increased teachers' salaries. 
The Operation of Plant account is up about Sti.TtH). mainly 
because of the new school. 

Ft will be noted that there will lie nn excess of anticipated 
receipts over anticipated expenditures, and that we shall have a 
"surplus" uf approximately $12.(i!J0. This will be due entirely 
to increased State Aid, voted by the last Legislature, the amount 
of w hich we had no means of know ing. 

The School Board voted, on May I, last, that, "if there proves 
to be a considerable increase in our Stale Aid. we shall be glad lo 
pass on thai saving lo the taxpayers.'' However, since Slate 
atoney is mixed up with City money in our school funds, it is not 
possible lo return this "surplus" to the general fund. Therefore, 
in the preparation of the next school budget, in January, credit 
will be given the taxpayers by a reduction of like amount in 
the extra school tax requested. In ihis way, I he taxpayers will be 
given the saving in a way I hey should through a reduction 
in the school tax tale. 

In closing this report , we wish to express our sincere apprecia- 
tion to all those both in and out of Ihe schools who have con- 
tributed to the success uf the program. By continuing to work 
together, we can look forward lo further successes.

To thr lliiinirahtr Vthi CouftttU Odd tiU ' 'il)-,< us <ii Umlnnil : 

During W62-I953 the Rutland Free Library continued to 
build bridges between the Library Mid 'be people of our com- 
munity. By means of 1 1 it* weekly book column in the R ut fand 
Daily Herald a wide variely of good books IB brought to the 
attention of both adults and children. The Librarian speaks to 
numerous groups, carrying to them the many outstanding services 
at the Library and outlining ways the Library can be used for 
sell-improvement and growth as intelligent members of our 
community. 

In big ways and in little ways the Rutland Free Library 
is becoming a more dynamic fi>rce in our community. More 
people are using the Library's various services, and it is gratify- 
ing tO your Librarian to see so many adults al the table- in the 
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reading room. The fact that the Arts stand next to fiction in 
circulation speaks well for Rutland. 

The modern public library is no longer the meek, self- 
elTacing community institution thai sets mi some back street in a 
building with many forbidding steps and to which you lind 
vnur way after making several iu(|uiriea. The Librarian is no 
lunger a" person who resents interruption by t lie people he is 
supposed t'» be serving. Nor do you find "Quiet" signs all over 
the reading rooms. Neither do you find assistants Incoming 
nervous lest you smudge the dean catalog cards with a slightly 
soiletl linger. Ii is no longer just a "house of books" where you 
might find the book you wain if you are lucky. 

Today the American public library occupies a centra) 
position in the cultural life of the community. It is a dynamic 
force with a positive library program that does not wait nega- 
tively for citizens to become aware, in some manner, that the 
public library has something for them. Our Library (he Rutland 
I'Yee Library is continually seeking for ways that we can be of 

-ci \ ice to the members of our community. 1 have already t • 

honed the many addresses the Librarian makes by way of educat- 
ing our community members to the place our Library could 
occupy in their lives. I have mentioned the weekly book column 
in the Rutland Daily Herald. Now I want to mention briefly 
.-ome Of the outstanding and outgoing services that OUT Library 
is giving. 

The class in Knglish and Vinerieaii citizenship, although 
set tip primarily for displaced persons, is Opefl to all w ho came to 
our country from other lands and desire to become adept in our 
language anil to prepare tor American citizenship. There was a 
deed in Rutland for such a class and you can take pride in the 
i'a.-t that your Library answered that need. I think we are par- 
lictilarlv fortunate in having as teachers. Miss Katlicr'me Purcejl 
and \fiss Mary Moher, both retired. They volunteered then 
services and I have yet to see ice-storm, rain or snow stop them 

from their trulv noble task. The pati e. love and dedication 

thev have shown is saintly, and Miss Purcell and Miss Moher 
liavc brought to our Library and to our city a glory that cannot 
be measured in dollars. 

A lively American Heritage group met at the Library every 
other Friday during the winter and the spring to discuss aspects 
• •I American Foreign Policy. The Library, believing that ideas 
should be freely discussed in a democracy, cooperated with the 
Vermont I'Yee Public Library Commission in sponsoring discus- 
sions in our American Heritage. Vermont was chosen again last 
veat to share hi a Ford Foundation grant to organize such dis- 
cussions. 
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We believe that films are un important part, in a visual aids 
program. With that in mind we try to obtain films that are 
psn-tly educational and partly recreational. Each Saturday 
morning there are usually two films shown, one a teaching film 
and one just for fun. Attractively printed schedules are sent to 
the teachers in both the public and the parochial elementary 
schools. Our film program is designed, as much as we are able 
to make it, to lead children to books. You have only to visit the 
Library on Saturday morning to visualize the effectiveness of 
combining film with reading. 

Every other month during the school year the Library 
borrows the Free Public Library Commission Bunk Wagon and 
the driver. Children's books are loaded into the vehicle and our 
children's librarian visits each school in Rutland Town, leaving 
ai each deposits of books for the children. To the children in the 
Hut land Town schools the arrival of good honks from the lint land 
Free Library is a real event. 

Regularly during the year the Library takes deposits of books 
to Sunset Home to brighten the lives of the fine women there. We 
lend liberally to the Regional Library which serves the rural 
areas of southern Vermont. Teachers borrow quantities of books 
for use in their classrooms. 

Every two Weeks the children at the Vermont Association 
for Crippled come to the Library under the supervision of their 
teacher. Each child has a card and each borrow? several books 
and/or phonograph records. 

Even year classes come from Meldon School for a gel- 
acquainted tour and sonic instruction in the use of the catalog 
and the Library. 

Inning Book Week several hundred children from the sur- 
rounding schools came to the Library to see the exhibit of new 
children's books. i» make a conducted tour of the Library and to 
see the movie, "It's Your Library." After seeing the movie one 
little boy came to the registration desk to register for a card, 
saying, "| saw the movie and that gave me an idea I want in 
see -nine () f those books." This example could be multiplied 
many times over. 

\s in lit her years the auditorium was used by various groups 
in the year. There were hobby groups, adult education classes, 
committees and clubs. Again in 1 052 the Mid-Vermoni Artist.-, 
held an outstanding exhibit at the Library. One of the best, 
exhibits the Rutland County Stamp Club has ever had was held 
at the Library in the spring. 

One of the most important bridges between the Library 
and the jieople of our community is the newspaper. Timely 
appearance in the newspaper of well written news items and fea- 
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tore stories of what is going on and what is coming at the Library 
is of the greatest importance. Our leaflets reach a lew hundred 
people A storv in the newspaper readies several thousand 

people The Rutland Free Library, if it is to b. me the cultural 

! ;,.tiier of Rutland, and if it is to be a dynamic force in our com- 
munity needal he unstinted eooperat ion and understanding ol ihc 
leading newspaper in the community. Your Ltbrar.nn wishes to 
1:1 kc this opporl.mitv m thank the Rutland Daily Herald tor lis 
generosity in publicizing our Library's services and activities. 

1 also want to thank our many friends for their gifts of both 
monev and books, Midway m the fiscal year the Library 
distributed a leaflet. 'How Yon Can Help \ our Library. 
DOwting nut tO individuals, clubs and business establishment- 
needs of the Librarv that could not be met with the but get \ 
notable gift at the end of the year IM.VJ came 1mm the Rutland 
Daily Herald and enabled the Library to obtain the I era Id Oil 
microfilm back to 1909, and also a microfilm cabinet to house the 
film. This is an outstanding gift and we are all deeply grateful to 
the Rutland Daily Herald. 

I want to thank the Onrdeu Club for I heir l>eautiful decora - 
l,o„ of the Librarv during Christmas and others for their thought- 
ful remembrance of the stall at special seasons. I he beautiful 
flowers that sonic of von so thoughtfully bring to the Library 
enhance the graciousuess of I he leading room, those of you wtio 
h ive lent paintings have added immeasurably to the beam. v 
and the dignitv of your Library.

Street Department 

'Die extensive mail improvement program conducted within 
the City of Rutland during the past live years has made an im- 
pressive change Id both the appearance and condition bf our city 

st reels. 

Following l.lie winter of 1951 and 1952 an early Spring 
season arrived. We were therefore alile to repair the winter 
damaged roads at an earlier dale than usual. Holes in the road 
on most streets were patehed; some streets were scarified, re- 
graded anil surfaee treated with tar before the middle of May. 
The program of widening and realigning streets was carried on 
with the surface treatment w < >i k . There remain many streets 
that are yet to he realigned and regraded. The Street Depart- 
ment budget, although greater than has been provided in past 
years, does not furnish sufficient funds to do all the necessary 
work on all streets in ever}' section of the city. An effort has Keen 
made to do the most traveled streets in every section. Progress 
IS being made and after a period of time major improvements will 
be accomplished on all accepted streets 

The Street Department budget provides the necessary funds 
for the operation and care of all the equipment necessary to do 
I he si reel construction and maintenance work. During the past 
year our trucks, power shovels, tractor, rollers, paving machine 
and other mechanical equipment have been thoroughly overhaul- 
ed »nd placed in first class condition. During the year the pur- 
chase of one additional truck with a snow plow ; a sidewalk tractor 
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and plow | bulldozer blade for the tractor and a 3/4 yard front end 
loader were valuable additions to our Department of Public 

Works equipment. 

During the year 111 IK a new city garage was constructed to 
house the equipment owned at that lime. Since 1948 additional 
equipment has been purchased requiring increased garage space. 

It was proposed bo enter in the Warning for the March elections 

Of 1!),"):? an item for a bond issue to construct additional garage 
- ace. Because of the many items of greater importance to the 
taxpayers of I he City of Rutland the Mayor recommended that 
i his work be left to a later date. 

The more important bond issues as recommended by the 
Honorable Mavor llealv to the City Council, to be entered in the 
Warning for the March elections of 1952, were again as well 
arceplel bv the voters as I hey have been in the pa-1 during his 
term of office. 1 take the privilege of staling that both I he Mayor 
;md myself are mosi grateful to the voters for providing the neees- 
>;,i> fund- io support our efforts in making Rutland a better city. 

The $50,000 Road Improvement Bond Issue money was 
expended in a manner to do as much work as possible. All major- 
toad improvement work was done by the Department of Public 
Works forces. 

Lafayette Street, the sub-base having been completely re- 
constructed the previous vear. was paved 25 feet wide the entire 
length of 2,500 feet from Woodstock Avenue to Ivillington 
Avenue. 

( It her street s paved 25 feet wide include Clover Street, from 
Strongs Avenue to South Main Street, a distance of 400 feet; 
Lincoln Avenue, from North Street to Tenney Brook, a distance 
of 725 feel ; Prospect Street, from Madison Street to Washington 
Street, a distance of 810 feet. 

Sheets that were completely reconstructed from sub-base 
to surface include: Last Washington St reel . from Kasl Street to 
Lafayette Street, 660 Feefc Bast Center Street, iron, Kast street 
lo Lajavette Street, 690 feet; Harrington Avenue, from Wood- 
stock Avenue to Dartmouth Street, 1820 feet : Scale Avenue, 125 
feel; Melrose Avenue, ,75 feet: Pleasant Street. S30 leet. 

Streets upon which sub-base was constructed and surface 
treatment applied include: Spruce Street, River Street south to 
the railroad crossing. 1,150 feel; South Street. I mm (.ranger 
Si reet to Post Street, 720 feet; and Granger Street, from River to 
South Street, 320 feet. 
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For the expenditure of $(> 1, 913.00 the people of Rutland 
received nearly 2(1. (MM) square yards of new paved street. In most 
cases I he suli-liasc was completely reconstructed before the street 
was paved. I feel justified in stilling that the streets so paved will 
endure for some time to come. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year !?l8,i.i!>7.0<i remained 
in the Flood Damage account Most of these funds were used to 
resurface streets in the area devastated l>y the flood of 1947. On 
some streets in this area the clay liase was replaced with gravel 
before the surface was const ruded. ha a result of this a number 
of streets are now in better condition than they were before the 
flood. 

Streets paved from the use of the above funds are: Baxter 
Street, from State Street to Walnut Street, a distance of 2,83o 
feet; Harrison Avenue, . r >80 feet: Meadow Street, from Convent 
Avenue to West Street, u distance of 1,420 feet; School Street, 
lilt.) feet; Park Avenue, from Cleveland Avenue to Harrison 
Avenue. (WO feet; Cleveland Avenue, from Baxter Street to Li- 
brary Avenue, '.180 feet. The total length of the above named 
streets is over 1-1, 3 miles. 

In addition lo the roads improved through the use of money 
provided by bond issues, major improvements were made on other 
roads. Regular Street Department funds were used for the work 
done on Killington Avenue and the Campbell Road. A total of 
l'»,l)(M) feet of road was widened, the drainage reconstructed and 
the surface treated on these two streets. 

Approval of a ¥15,(XK) Bond Issue by the voters supplied 
the necessary funds for the construction of sidewalks, curbs and 
gutters. A balance of nearly $4,000 remained in I his account as of 
.111 li<- 3(1, l!l.")3. The remaininn balance indicates that not enough 
property owners requested the const met ion of curb or sidewalk 
in front of their property to expend the money provided for ihis 
work. It is dillicull lo maintain a street without suitable curb 
and sidewalk. The lack of an abutters' law within this city 
government hinders the ojjeration of a good curb and sidewalk 
improvement program. 

In the fall of 19")2 and the early spring of l!>.">3 a construction 
program was established whereby most of the disintegrated curb 
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in the business section of the city was removed and replaced. The 
same program will be continued this coming year. 

A most unusual winter season with little snow and few 
periods of iey road conditions, necessitated the expenditure of 
.SMi,'-'") I .(III for winter maintenance work. This is to be considered 
a very small amount of money to spend for ice and snow control 
on over tit) miles of city streets during a winter season. 

Water Department 

The Water Works in Mendou; intake channel; storage reser- 
voir; ehlorinafor house; transmission mains; distribution pipes 
anil the brooks which are the source of supply for the Rutland 
< 'iiy water were cared for in an orderly and workmanlike matinee, 

I luring i he year the brooks in Meudon were patrolled. Waste 
materials, garbage, cans and other debris, carelessly deposited 
by persons frequenting the area through which Mendon Stream 
and its tributaries flow, were removed lo the city dump. 

Although warning signs prohibiting the contamination of the 
public water supply arc frequently posted along the brook, the 
general public pays little or no heed to them. The same brooks 
will be used to supply the proposed new reservoir. The large 
volume of water in the new reservoir will give a greater detention 
period before the water is allowed to enter the distribution system. 
Tin' contamination wilfully caused as slated above will be lessened 
to some extent in the reservoir to be construct ed on the Davis 
Site. 

During the Fall season of 1952 the City-owned, 3/4 yard 
power shovel was operated in Mendou Brook near the intake 
■ ■liannel. Through the removal of thousands of cubic yards of 
rocks and boulders the channel was improved Better protection 
from storm damage was thus given to the intake channel. 

In the Spring of 1U53 the reservoir was given its annual 
l leaning. Three days instead of the usual two were spent in order 
to do an extra good job of this operation. 

New construction included the installation of inch cast iron 
pipe on the following streets: Thrall Avenue, 3(i0 feet; Piedmont 
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area. fKiO fort; Masterly Avenue, 'iriU foot; Park Court, I (Ml foot: 
Killhigton Avonuo. 1.17.*) foot. One now hydrant was placotl on 
oacli <ii' the following streets: Kustorly Avenue, Piedmont Drive, 
South Main Strool ami West Stroot. Two now hydrants were 
placed on Killington Avenue. 

48 new house services were const meted: 32 house services 
were repaired in (lie city streets and 'M\ services were relayed. 

Three "Plow OfTs" were constructed at places where the 
water mains cross a stream. At Uellevue Avenue and Temple 
Street the Hi inch transmission main was interconnected with the 
(list ribution mains. 

Forty-seven new meters were placed in business ami resi- 
dential locations. Throe (ire hydrants wore replaced and sixteen 
repaired. 

At the close of the year the Water Department was busy 
replacing all house services along Columbian Avenue and West 
Street from Temple crossing to i he ffresj city line. This work was

Most of the money was spent to construct a new sewer on 
Temple Street from a point east of Thrall Avenue westerly 
about 8(H) feel. Other mauis were extended on Si. John Street 
and South Main Street. 

Tho sower system within the City of Rutland is, for tho 
mast part, a combined storm and sanitary sewer system. The 
sewers constructed during the past sixty years are not of sufficient 
capacitv to receive the increased quick run-off which the widening 
of street pavement.- has caused Some time within the near future 



oousideration should he given to making necessary improvements 
in our sewer system, especially in some of the old trunk line sewers. 

Tho Sewer Department maintenance funds were used foi 
cleaning catch basins; unplugging, testing ami checking sewers: 
repairing large breaks; repairing and replacing old sewer mains; 
cleaning and general sower maintenance work. 

Sixty new services were constructed during the year. 

(Jeneral Department 

Funds from the DPW General Department are used to fur- 
nish supplies and equipment for the City Kngineer's office; 
operate the City Dump: Main Street Park; repair bridges and 
replace guard rails; earry otit the tree planting, spraying, trim- 
ming and removal program: place election booths: purchase anil 
replace si root signs and many miscellaneous small jobs. 

The removal of dangerous and diseased noes, trimming and 
spraying healthy trees, and a tree planting program has been an 
important part of the work of the I ioneral Department during the 
last year. It is most gratifying to observe the healthy condition 
of the foliage on all city trees that were sprayed as compared to 
other i ices i hat wore not sprayed this past ■bine. Tho few plant- 
ing program is also beginning to show its elTocts in the improve- 
ment of the appearance of our city streets. 

Much of the clay excavated from the sub-base of the streets 
reconstructed during the road improvement program was re- 
moved to the City Dump. Placing this dirt over the refute gave 
us the equivalent of a sanitary (ill dump- At the present time wo 
have an orderly, well operated City Dump. 

An incinerator for burning inflammable refuse is a much 
Bisected piece of equipment at the dump. 

Additional street signs and the necessary fixtures Cor them 
were purchased in the Spring of 1053. They will be placed during 
the coming year. 

Engineering 

All maps, records of sewer and water main construction, 
house services, street lines and other surveys were kept in order. 
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The past year was a most busy year in I he Cily Mutineer's 
Office. Through the efforts of t ho Mayor, the City Attorney and 
I he City Engineer, and with the cooperation of the abutting 
property owners on Columbian Avenue and West Street, the 
miieh overdue road improvement project along ( r . 8. Route # 1 
was put into action. Many hours of work wore spent in making 
surveys, locating properly line.-., wrilinu deed.-, easements, etc. 
The planning, design and construction of this road is under the 
supervision of the Vermont High Department and the United 
States Bureau of Public Roads, to whom we are most grateful for 
their assistance in this major improvement to Rutland's streets. 

Planning for the construction of the reservoir approved by 
the voters at the March election of 1953 also added greatly to 
the work load at the City Engineer's office. Although a firm of 
consulting engineers was engaged to design the reservoir and write 
the construction specifications, much preliminary work, surveys 
and investigations had to be made by the City Engineer before 
definite plans for the reservoir could be made. 

The major improvements at the Rutland Municipal Airport, 
negotiated for by Mayor Healy, were constructed under the 
supervision of the City Engineer. The plans were drawn and 
specifications were written as directed by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. Seventy-five percent of the cost of this project 
was paid for by the Civil Aeronautics Administration and the 
Vermont Aeronautics Commission. The project was not com- 
pleted at the end of the fiscal year. 

The voters of the City of Rutland have also approved a bond 
issue for the improvement of U. S. Route #7 from the south cily 
line to the north city line, and 1*. S. Route #4 along Woodstock 
Avenue. Because of the shortage of engineers in the State High- 
way Department we were advised that it would he necossar\ for 
the City of Rutland to do the engineering and planning. A local 
group of engineers was engaged. It is expected at this time that 
all plans will be completed so the work on this project can be 
started early in the spring of 19.54.

To the Honorable City Coniw.il: 

I hereby submit the annual report of i lie activities of the 
Rutland Police Department for the vear Julv 1, 1952 to July 1, 
MI53. 

During the year the department received 3,198 complaints 
that required investigation, making 281 arrests in which convic- 
tions ran about 96%. 

The department investigated 340 motor vehicle accidents in 
which §35.00 damage or more was incurred and state reports 
required of the operators. 

W hile 10 more accidents were recorded than in the previous 
list-id year, there were no fatalities and fewer persons were injured 
than in 1951-1952. The total estimated damage of 152,085.00 
marks a reduction of $7,000.00, or more than 11%, over the previ- 
ous year. The average loss per accident declined from $107.00 
to $153,00. 

A table breaking down the number of accidents each month, 
number of cars involved, person.- hospitalized and injured, and 
estimated damage follows this report. We are preparing a traffic 
map showing the location of these accidents. 

A great deal of credit, for this encouraging accident summary 
should go to the Traffic Safety Council, headed by William \. 
Ward, ami sponsored by the Rutland Chamber of Commerce. 

I he Council was particularly interested in the protection of 
OUT school children and put on a safety slogan contest in all the 
schools iii the City. Hundreds of replies were received and prizes 
given for the best slogans. The affair was climaxed by a giant 
rally at the Paramount Theater in which Mayor Dan J. Ilealy 
was the principal speaker. 

Other activities of the Council included the sponsoring of a 
"Safety Circus" at the Rutland Armory, attended by ah* school 
children : a sound truck manned by State and local police officers, 
operating during Fair Week ami for a two week period when 
Christmas shopping was heavy. 

The Council also placed a wrecked car on a platform in 
Depot Park, a constant reminder to motorists to drive with care. 

Thousands of pieces of literature pertaining to traffic safety 
were mailed by the Council to business establishments, plants, 
and individuals during the year. 
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The Rutland Chamber of Commerce information booth in 
Main Street Park has been distributing;! folder, sponsored by i he 
Council, asking the public to walk, ride, and drive for safety. 
The folder is prepared so that motorists can mail them to friends 
planning a trip. 

The Council worked closely with our department and made 
many helpful suggestions that contributed to the welfare of our 
community. I have been assured by Mr. Ward that his group 
will continue their splendid work this coming year. 

Our patrol cars and motorcycle were driven a total of liS.llil 
miles. Six hundred and twenty-eight doors were found unlocked 
by the night officers in patrol cars and • >■ i the beats. 

Twenty-three cars were reported stolen in the City. Kight 
of these complaints were unfounded, eight arrests were made, 
and all were recovered. 

The sum of $26, 593. 53 was collected from parking meters 
during the year. 

A new traffic light, featuring Wiilk control buttons, was 
installed at the intersections of Madison Street. South Main 
Street, and Killington Avenue. (treat success has been reported 
from other cities using this type light that gives the pedestrian 
added protection. It is the first traffic light of its kind installed 

in Vermont. 

The department has made arrangements with the Federal 
Hureau of Investigation to hold a basic training school for police 
officers. All officers in a 50 mile radius will be invited to attend 
The school is scheduled for October.

Gentlemen: 

It is the pleasure of your Health Officer to submit herewith 
his annua) report for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1952 ami 
ending June 30, 1953. 

The Health Department is compose*! of a three-man Board 
of Health, and a Health Officer. 

Through this department is maintained the control of com- 
municable diseases, inspection services for the maintaining of 
sanitary plumbing facilities, swimming pool and other places of 
public assemblage. 

The following contagious diseases were reported during this 

period.

February was the peak month of the Chicken Pox epidemic 
which began in ( )ctober 1952, 226 eases being reported in the City. 

The annual free Small Pox vaccinations were done in April. 
A total of 200 children received this vaccination. This was an 
increase of 26 over 1951-52. 
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In our opinion this is a worthwhile project, this department 
urges all parents who have not had their children immunized by 
their own physician to take advantage of this opportunity of 
having il done. 

The annual free inoculations to immunize children against 
Diphtheria-Tetanus were done in November and December. A 
total of 260 children received this immunization. This was an 
increase of .">n over the 195 1-52 year. Drs. Smith, Uynn, Jr. and 
Meale of the Hoard of Health, assisted by Mrs. McCormack ami 
Miss Burke, school nurses, did the work on both the above 
programs. 

A tolal of 324 samples of water from the city's taps were 
sent to Burlington for analysis. Seventeen samples showed evi- 
dence of contamination. This department wishes lo thank the 
Wiiler department for their excellent control work on the water 
shed and at the reservoir. 

Daily samples of water were also sent from the swimming 
pool to Burlington for analysis, flight samples were sen I during 
June 1953. There were no contaminations found. 

One hundred fifty nuisance complaints were investigated by 
the Department. Eighteen plumbing inspections were made. 

There were six cases of unattended deaths investigated !>y 
the Department. Four were from natural causes and two were 
suicides. 

In closing I would like to express my appreciation for the 
courtesy and cooperation that I have received from the Mayor. 
City Council, City Employees, the State Board of Health, the 
School Nurses and the physicians and parents of the City of 
Rutland

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING PROGRAM 

The Vermont Department of Health since July 1, 1951 has 
offered a program which affords an opportunity for all the towns 
in the Slate to have .some Public Health Nursing Service. Prior 
in this date, certain towns did not share the benefits of this ser- 
vice. The offering of a state-wide Public Health Nursing Service 
has necessitated the need of making it a limited program due to 
the amounts of funds available for this purpose. This service has 
been financed entirely by Stale and Federal Tax funds. No town 
contributions are required. 

Under the new program, it is necessary for local citizens and 
school personnel to take the initiative in I he developing of their 
own community health programs with the advice and assistance 
of the Public Health Nurse. 

The Public Health Nurse, under the supervision of the family 
physician, may give services to persons reported with tuberculosis 
&nd venereal disease, since the control of these diseases is delegated 
by law to the Health Department. 

The report of Miss Mary Sehinoski, Public Health Nurse, for 
the period January 1, 1952, through June 30, I9~»3, shows the 
following services were given by her. 

Health Service visit*: 

76 Adult Health Supervision 
72 School Health Supervision 
21 Preschool Health Supervision 

3 Infant Health Supervision 

4 Crippled Children 

531 Communicable Disease Visits 

A Patch Testing Clinic was held at the St. Peter's and Mt. 
St. Joseph Schools, at m inch 920 students were tested, and a chest 
clinic was held at Mt. St. Joseph School for those with positive 
reactions to the Patch testing. Six Chest Clinics were held at 
the Rutland Hospital without charge for persons referred by 
I heir physicians as being in need of chest x-rays, either because 
of their physical conditions or they have been in contact with 
known cases of tuberculosis. As a result of these Clinics, a Chest 
Consultation Conference was held for those patients whose 
physicians wished them to be seen by the specialist of the Tuber- 
culosis Division. To meet adequately the needs of the physicians 
and patients, more frequent Clinics have been arranged. A

monthly x-ray Clinic has been established at the Rutland Hospital 
by the' Division of Communicable Disease Control using their 
own equipment and technicians. 

These Clinics are made possible by the Rutland Hospital 
personnel, the Red Cross dray Ladies, and Mrs. Ruby West, 
Public Health Nurse for the Rutland Visiting Nurse Association.

All 
the plants are approved. 

Must of the pasteurizing plants are having monthly samples 
run by the Thomas Laboratories in Bellows Falls. Copies of 
these reports tie OH BSe in the office of the Milk Inspector and the 
various creameries. Also, additional samples are sent from time 
to time by Mr, Slanetz of the State Agricultural Department or 
by myself. This department wishes to thank Mr. Slanetz for the 
excellent cooperation and help he has ex I ended to the City Milk 
Inspector. This cooperation has done much to maintain the 
relatively high quality of milk which is offered for sale in Rutland 

at the present time. 

Most of the dairies have been inspected at least once and all 
the pasteurizing plants periodically. On the whole, conditions 
are good. 

I wish to thank the producers, plant operators and owners 
and State Inspectors for their cooperation during the past year.

Airport Commission 

To tin Honoraltb City Council: 

In the history of the Rutland Airport, the past year stands 
out as one of much progress in ihe development of the city's air 
facilities. 

Heretofore, our lield had ne\ er been approved for night flights 

and many day time flights were cancelled due to the lack of proper 
navigational facilities. 

In conjunction with the C.A.A. and the State Department of 
Aeronautics the City has, during the past year, done everything 
within limited means to develop our airport to meet C.A.A 
specifications. Consequently, within the next few weeks our lield 
should receive full Federal approval for both day and nighi 
Hying. 

Flashing beacons were installed on the summits of nine hills 
in the vicinity of our port. A homing signal beacon was installed 
north of the City which aeis as a range finder for planes approach- 
ing the city. When a plane comes within i he 3.~> mile liming range 
of this beacon, il picks up a signal which directs it to the general 
location of the field and in turn, the pilot then picks up the direc- 
tional finder located at the airport. 

We have been assured by the C.A.A. thai as soon as our 
facilities have been llight cheeked and approved, we will have 
a field meeting roOftl commercial flight requirements 

Recently Ave have been advised (hat Northeast Air Lines 
plan to inaugurate daily Hights to and from Host on, starting 

about October 1st. The addiii f this service will give us direct 

air connections with both New York and Boston, a goal toward 
which we have been working for the past three years.

It is through the excellent cooperation of adjoining property 
owners, ( 'i I y Officials, and other citizens that we are able to make 
what we feel is a very satisfactory report. 

195J and 11152 saw the fencing completed in North Main 
Street Cemetery except for about lot) feet on the east side. All 
brush and weeds have been cut iliis year in this plot autl the front 
has been power-mowed once. A retaining wall is being built 
at the rear of the Andrews' property on the Kast side which will 
make it possible eventually to remove dirt washed over several 
graves and to build the remaining fence. 

Thus the fence at the rear or north .side of the We.st Street 
Cemetery has been our major project this season. A post and 
rail fence with three foot stock fencing and with 2 strands of 
barbed wire on to]> ami one strand under has been constructed 
from the rear west corner adjoining Kinsman and Mills property 
east approximately four hundred feet to the east corner connect- 
ing with a new picket fence built last year by Mrs. Isabelle R. 
Leonard. < )ur new fence is painted white and is a credit to our 
part-time caretaker, Mr Kenneth I )uncan, and his assistant . [n 
cleaning out the remains of the old posts and brush about a dozen 
head stones were discovered. Work on another portion of fencing 
is at present progressing down the east side to join the high mesh 
enclosure already there. 

We have found the greatest amount of work concentrated 
in the West Street plot. A heavy-duty rotary mower, purchased 
last year, has made it possible for the men to keep the grass cut 
over almost the entire ( 'emetei v in spite of the fence work. Then 
too. we have a present problem of the burning of trash up against 
the high mesh feme of the east side, bill the City Attorney, 
always helpful in the past, has promised to see that further 
damage is not done. 

With I he increase in the Cemetery appropriation, for which 
we here express our appreciation to Mayor llealy and the Council, 
we will now be in a position to continue general maintenance 
and to also do something definite in repairing some, at least, 
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of the 120 broken stones now lying on the ground or propped 
against others. We have made a real effort this year to locale 
as many stones as possible and to keep them from being further 
lost or misplaced. 

The members of this Commission have had the opportunity 
to be of service to a number of people seeking information about 
ancestors or historical data. Some of these requests have reached 
tis through the Chamber of Commene Information Booth. 

We wish to point out that all the gates of the two Cemeteries 
are kept locked al all limes, hut the keys arc always available al 
the Police Desk at City Hall.
